Bad Accident at Macon, Georgia— 
Fourteen of the Victims Recovered 
—Noise Made Frightened People a 
Mile Distant From 
the Scene— 
The Dead sud Injured.

Macon, Ga., Nov. 20.—Thirty persons, 
*,000 bales of cotton and hundreds of 
tons of heavy timber all went down in 
one loud crash at 7:30 o’clock Thurs­ 
day night at the Central railroad com­ 
pt ess in this city. 
Fourteen injured 
persons, all employes of the compress, 
have been removed from the wreckage, 
but it is thought others are beneath 
the cotton and lumber, and if so they 
are dead or will be before they can be 
extricated. 
The injured 
are:

Price, hip crushed; James Little, sight 
leg mashed; Ark Dickins, right hip 
crushed; 
Richard

shoulder 
crushed; Robert Dickson, face burned

Superintendent A. A. Gordon was in 
the middle of the platform superin 
tending the trucking of cotton ana 
went down in the midst of it all, but by 
a miraculous escape received only 
bruises on the legs and arms. Several 
employes are missing and it is feared 
they are beneath the wreck. 
The platform wag over 20 feet high, 
RSO feet long and 140 feet wide. Over 
500 feet gave way, the supports being 
rotten. 
It is believed that two teams 
and their drivers were caught beneath 
the platform, as it extended over Poplar 
street, a public thoroughfare, and the 
teams are said to have been seen go­ 
ing under the platform just before it 
fell. 
So great was the noise made by the 
falling platform that it was heard a dis­ 
tance of a mile and many people in 
that neighborhood were badly fright­ 
ened. All of the injured were taken to 
their homes and to hospitals and given 
attention by surgeons, who pronounced 
the injuries of some of them fatal.

BIRTH PLA CE O P STUART. 


Pot 
R«llo of the Painter 
Time Left. 
Little respect is paid by Americans to 
the birthplaces of their illustrious 
dead, and the old snuff mill near Nar­ 
ragansett pier, in which Gilbert Stuart 
In 1755 first saw light, is no exception 
to the rule, says Che Art Amateur. It 
may safely he said that it would sel­ 
dom, if ever, be visited were it not a 
convenient objective point for a drive 
from the fashionable summer resort a 
few miles away. The route along the 
old Boston Neck road affords one of the 
most delightful excursions in Rhode 
Island. For awhile it holds in view to 
the right a picturesque estuary, beyond 
which on a fine day one sees the town 
of Newport. After a drive of nearly 
five miles we cross, at right angles, the 
dusty highway that leads past a little 
white church, down the breakneck hill 
to the Jamestown ferry; continue a 
couple of miles or so along a country 
road, which we leave to our left to 
follow a bridle path through the woods, 
at the end of which, hitherto hidden 
by a screen of tall saplings and a tangle 
of bracken, we come upon the object 
of our pilgrimage. Beyond the his­ 
torical associations connected with it 
there is absolutely nothing In it to in­ 
terest the '/istor. The mill itself has 
long since fallen into decay. As to the 
house, the outisde has undergone very 
little change, and its weather-stained 
shingles are pleasantly suggestive of 
the century and a halt which in a new 
country in e the United States is an­ 
tiquity itself. But the threshold once 
crossed, one meets only with disap­ 
pointment. Not a relic of the painter 
or his time! Tradition has not even 
provided a chair in which it might be 
supposed that the distinguished artist 
had sat.
